SOLONS DOUBT

TOKYO, Aug, 6 - There are in ­ 
creasing indications th a t the Allied 
m ilitary occupation of Jap an m ay 
be of m uch shorter duration than 
first believed, and it is now' pos­ 
sible to suggest th.it the bulk of 
U nited S tates, B ritish and C h in es e 
troops m ay be w ithdraw n by the 
end of 1949.
